. John J. Bauer, utility rate econ- 
wir engaged by Atlanta to make a 
‘survey, formally filed his report with 
City Attorney James L. Mayson. who 
transmitted it to the Georgia public 
service commission offices at the cap- 
itol. 

Bauer's figure places properties at 
$6,660,731 as against $10,940,819 in 
(a valuation by the gas company and 
$10,261,819 by the commission. 

The survey is to be used as evi- 
dence September 10, when the com- 
mission reopens a hearing on a pe- 
tition of the company to increase lo- 
cal rates approximately 30 per cent, 
and Bauer will come to Atlanta to 
support his findings. 

, Neither J. W. Gates, general man- | 
azer of the company, nor James A. 
Perry, chairman of the commission, 
would comment on the report. 

“We have not been furnished with 
a copy of the report, have not seen 
it, and therefore have had no oppor- 
tunity to study it,” Gates said. 
naturally could make no comment if 
we wished to until it has been 
studied.”

Shingleroof Campground Holds 
Celebration for Centennial 


McDONOUGH, Ga., Aug. 20.—Six 
hundred people gathered Wednesday 
under the stand at Shingleroof camp 
ground in Henry county to celebrate 
the one hundredth anniversary of this 
historic place. Exactly a century ago 
the nine original trustees, Wade H. 
Turner, William H. White, William 
M. Crawford, Henry C. Merritt, Fran- 
cis E. Manson, Roderick Harper, Sam- 
vel C. Dailey, James Patillo and 
James Coker purchased the site, in- 
cluding one hundred and a quarter 
acres of land, from William Hardin 
for $280. Camp meeting had already 
been started here, but 1831 forms the 
beginning of the connection with the 
Methodist church. 

In the early years, the session last- 
ed four days, but after a recess dur- 


ing 1863-1873, no year has ever pass- | 


ed without some religious service’ be- 
ing held here.

the date of assembly made earlier in 
August, but the same people come here 
each year. 

Today there are 71 descendants of 
Vines Owen, who tented here 80 years 
ago, among the campers. The cottage 
occupied Mr. and Mrs. W. S. Pat- 
rick and Mrs. D. E. Clements was 
constructed .in 1873 from logs sawed 
from the camp ground property and 
has been used each succeeding year by 
this family.

There are two kinds of borers which | 
attack peach trees, the peach tree) 
borer and the lesser peach borer, the 
department explained. The former | 
works on the trunk just underground, 
while the latter always attacks the 
tree above ground. It is found work- 
ing in areas where the trunk or limbs 
have been injured by implements, har- 
ness chains, or other mechanical] 
agency. 

These insects do not usually kill 
peach trees but entomologists and 
commercial peach growers recognize 
them as costly pests. Several years 
ago the department developed the use 
of paradichlorobenzene crystals as a 
control measure for the underground 
borers, but so far the only control 
measure for the lesser borer has been 
digging them out with a knife, a 
somewhat tedious and costly proce- 
dure. 

Finding that the paradichloroben- 
zene-cottonseed oil, wash gave excel- 
lent control when painted on the trees 
the investigators tried an emulsion 
made from this mixture, used as a 
spray. The emulsion, however, did) 
not give as satisfactory control as the 
original mixture appjied with a brush.
